was 
broken, her tongue was bitten half in 
two, her under jaw was broken and 
she suffered other minor hurts about 
the head and neck. 
The little girl has 
a fractured skull.

I.— The 
shooting and wounding of a policeman 
by a negro, the wounding of a special 


officer and finally the killing of the 
negro by a well directed shot from 
the 
revolver 
of another 
policeman 
were events which kept the central 
part of the city in a state of excite­ 
ment until an early hour in the morn­ 
ing 
About 1,000 men assisted in the 
search for the negro after the trouble 
j started, many of them demanding that 


j he be lynched if caught. 
Pleading on 
the part of the local officers and the 
cooler heads among the mob prevent­ 
ed 
an 
attack 
being 
made 
on 
the 
homes of inoffensive negroes. 
The 
trouble 
originated 
when 
a 
young white man, in a joking way, 
walked closely upon the heels of W ill­ 
iam Brown, a negro, in a local saloon. 
Brown resented the action, believing 
the young man was ridiculing him, 
and called the young man and his 
companion a number of ugly names. 
Then the negro joined others upon 
the street and. fearing they were to 
be attacked, the white men summoned 
the police. 
Officer Jam es Collins had 
Brown 
pointed out to him on Phillips avenue, 
and attempted to arrest him. Collins 
caught hold of him, and Brown re­ 
sisted, and the officer partly threw 
him to the ground. 
In getting up the 
colored man broke from the officer's 
grasp, and, whipping out his revolver, 
fired, the ball entering Officer Collins’ 
left side below the heart. 
It is be­ 
lieved the officer w ill recover. 


Negro Shot at Women. 


Brown then 
fled, and during his 
flight ran past several young women, 
at whom he fired after he had passed 
them. 
The second shooting occurred 
some time later near the Queen Bee 
mill, where M artin Ellington, a special 
officer and former chief of police at 
Deadwood, 
with 
a companion, 
met 
Brown, who started to run. 
Ellingson 
fired several shots at him, but none 
took effect. 
The negro stopped in his 
flight long enough to fire one shot, 
which struck Ellingson above one of 
his knees. 
W h ile the police and 1,000 volun­ 
tary 
searchers 
were 
searching 
in 
every nook and cranny of the city for 
Brown, Officer Herman W eins, who 
was in hiding near the house at which 
Brown boarded, heard a step at his 
left and, looking around saw a figure 
in the darkness. 
W eins immediately 
turned his flashlight on the man and 
looked straight into the muzzle of a 
revolver, held by a negro whom he 
recognized as Brown, the fugitive. 
The revolver was snapped, but for­ 
tunately for the officer it missed fire. 
Ju st as the revolver clicked again 
W eins brought his own gun into play, 
and took a quick shot at his assailant. 
The bullet entered the negroe’s fore­ 
head just over the left eye, killing him 
instantly. 
Brown came to 
Sioux 
Falls two 
months ago, and part of the time had 
been working at the packing plant Hi 
claimed to have served in the I ’nited 
States army.

But his remarkable vitality triumphed 
then, as It seemed It might even in 
the illness which just ended. 
John Griffin Carlisle was born in 
Kenton county, Kentucky, on Sept. 5. 
3835. 
He was educated in the public 
schools, later studied law and was ad­ 
mitted to the bar. 
Always a con­ 
sistent Democrat and

in 
public affairs as a young man he rose 
from the Kentucky house of repre­ 
sentatives to state senator, served as 
lieutenant governor and finally was 
graduated into national affairs.

tion brought about by the rupture of 
diplomatic 
relations 
with 
the 
Holy 
See is fully realized by the govern­ 
ment and the people. 
The premier 
made a statement bearing on the con­ 
troversy between the church and state 
since the beginning of the negotia­ 
tions. 
“ The moment I assumed power," he 
said, "I opened negotiations for a re­ 
duction of the religious orders. 
The 
Vatican replied, offering less than was 
offered to Prem ier Maura. 
W e were 
grievously disappointed, but pursued 
the issue in a spirit of great modera­ 
tion. 
"Desiring to advance the question 
without rupturing the negotiations, we 
exercised our right of sovereignty by 
issuing decrees compelling the orders 
to register under the law and author­ 
izing dissident sects to display the em­ 
blems of public worship. 
As the Vat 
iran repped only with protests, we in­ 
troduced a bill interdicting further or­ 
ders until the revision of the con­ 
cordat had been accomplished. 
“ When the Vatican finally demand 
ed the suspension of the decree as a 
condition for a continuation of the ne­ 
gotiations, the government, despite its 
desire to avoid a rupture, decided to 
consider the negotiations abortive and 
to proceed to carry out its programme 
by decrees and legislation 
The king 
approved our course. 
The situation 
w ill not retard the visit to England 
next week of his m ajesty.” 
An official communication issued by 
the government throws the entire re­ 
sponsibility 
for the trouble on the 
Holy See "whose attitude,” it says, 
"has rendered sterile the cone!!#.<tory 
provisions of the government.” 
The Liberal newspapers enthusias­ 
tically applaud “ the virile independent 
act of the government." 
The Republican newspapers promise 
their support and urge the govern­ 
ment to persevere in its policy. 
The Universe, a Catholic organ, de­ 
clares that the Catholics are ready for 
the struggle.

Mr. Chute says his company has re­ 
ceived instructions to raise all dead 
1 heads, or watersoaked and sunken 
flogs, belonging to the companies for 
which the Boom company has done 
i driving operations on the Mississippi. 
All of the deadheads in the flowage 
i above Pokegama dam will be taken 
1 out. the w’ork to commence at once. 
They will he piled on the banks at 


I points along the river to dry. Cohas­ 
set will be the headquarters for this 
work, which it is expected will re- 
1 quire several seasons 
to 
complete. 
No estimate can be 
made 
of 
the 
amount of timber which is under w at­ 
er in the river, but there is doubtless 
a great quantity. 
Another object of 
doing this work at this time is to 
clear this channel of the logs that in­ 
terfere with navigation. 
This will 
not he the final clean up of the dead 
heads, for there will continue to he 
an accumulation of sunken logs u n ­ 
til the driving operations on 
the 
river are finished.

The threatened strike on the Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad company’s lines lf it 
Is called Is likely to prove the most 
serious similar trouble since the Amer­ 
ican 
Railway union strike of 181)4. 
which had Chicago for its center. 
The employees on the lines both east 
and west of Pittsburg have voted for 
a strike by overwhelming majorities, 
and the preliminary conferences with 
j General Manager W. Heyw ard Myers 
of the railroad system brought the an­ 
nouncement that the company could 
consider no concessions Involving in­ 
creased expenses. 
President A. B. Garretson of the Or­ 
der of Railway Conductors Insists he 
is committed absolutely to the conten­ 
tion that no settlement can be reached 
except upon condition that the rail­ 
road grant the present eleven bour 
wage for a ten hour day. 


Tonnage Loss Claimed. 
A heavy loss in freight tonnage is 
claimed by the Pennsylvania company, 
the general manager insisting that it 
has 25,000 freight cars and 250 loco­ 
motives idle on this account. 
Arthur Hale, chairman of the com­ 
mittee on relations betwt*en railroads 
of the American Railway association, 
whose figures are accepted as author­ 
ity by the traction managers of the 
I country, 
recently 
compiled 
a state­ 
ment showing that on June 30 last 
there were 
125,044 surplus or idle 
freight cars owned by 158 railroads 
throughout the United States. 
This 
total Is divided into 59.011 ordinary 
box ears. 28.702 coal, gondola aud hop­ 
per cars. 3.237 flat cars and 34,034 of 
: other kinds. 
In a group Including twenty-three 
railroads In New York. New Jersey, 
Delaware. 
Maryland 
and 
eastern 
Pennsylvania doing business directly 
or indirectly with New York city the 
same figures show a total of 33,103 
Idle oars divided as follows: 
Box curs, 
11,897; coal, gondola and hopper cars. 
8,854; flat cars. 291, and all other 
kinds, 12,139. 
Deducting 25,000 cars, the number 
given by General Manager Myers of 
the Pennsylvania railroad as being idle 
on that system, this leaves only 8*103 
idle cars owned by twenty-two rail­ 
roads in the five states mentioned. 


Shoemaker* Won Fir*t Strike. 
It is interesting to recall in connec 
tion with the threatened strike that 
the shoemakers were the first strikers 
in his country of whom there is any 
record. 
Three hundred of them struck 
for higher wages in 1796 In Philadel­ 
phia. aud their demands were acceded 
to. 
The first railroad strike, according 
to H arper’s Encyclopedia of United 
States History, occurred in 1877. But 
In 1894 came the strike which is per­ 
haps the most notable in the history of 
this country. 
It began with the strike 
of 1,000 employees of the Pullman 
Car company for higher wages. These 
men were connected with various rail­ 
roads centering at Chicago, and 100.- 
000 men were affected. 
The railroads 
lost $700,000 In property during this 
trouble and in earnings $5,000,000. The 
strikers lost $2,000,000 In wages, and 
after this immense sacrifice on all 
sides the strike was a failure.
